TLLEGRAM TO THE OFFICE OF THE PRESIDENT 


The National Caucus of Labor Committees has uncovered a CIA 
conspiracy invoiving brainwashing, insurrection against the ‘IS, 
Government and its laws, and planned assassinations. Full evidence 
of these charges proving CIA conspiracy against the peopie and 
government of the U.S. is in our possession. The CIA is coordinating 
local, state and Federal police agencies to prevent investigation, to 
suppress evidence, to arrest, detain or assassinate those in 
possession of such evidence. It is in the overriding national interest 
that the Office of the President take precautionary measures to 
protect the nation and its people in face of strong indications of 
potential major threat to the national security. We are too poorly 
equipped to assess full magnitude of operations we have detected, 
and offer you fullest cooperation in disclosing and further 
developing evidence you may receive from us. It is in the immediate 
national interest that the Office of the President dispatch ap- 
pointed White House advisors to communicate with us to review 
evidence of CIA conspiracy. 


THE FOLLOWING REMARKS WERE ADDED TO THE TELEGRAMS SENT 
TO SENATOR EDWARD KENNEDY AND JUSTICE WILLIAM 0. 
DOUGLAS: 


We urge you or representatives to review evidence. We will phone 
Monday, a.m., on formation of an Emergency National Commission 
of Inquiry. It is in the national interest that the evidence be 
protected and not suppressed.
